Scheme for Non-competitive Bidding Facility in the 
Auctions of Government Securities 

I. Scope : With a view to encouraging wider 
participation and retail holding ofGovernment securities it 
is proposed to allow participation on “non-competitive” 
basis in select auctions of dated Government of India (Go!) 
securities. Accor dingly, non-competitive bids up to 5 per 
cent of the notified amount will be accepted in the auctions 
ofdated securities. The reserved amount will be withinthe 
notified amount. 

II. Eligibility : Participation on a non-competitive 
basis in thc auctions of dated Gol securities will be open 
to investors who satisfy thc following : 

1. do not maintain Current Account (CA) or Subsidiary 
Gener al Ledger (SGI^ account with the Reserve Bank 
of India. 

Exceptions . Regional Rural Banks (RRBs) and Co¬ 
operative Banks shall be covered under this Scheme 
in view of their statutory obligations. 

2 . make a single bid for an amount not more than ' 
Rs. two crore (face value) per auction. 

3. submit their bid indirectly through any one bank or 
PD offering this scheme.
